The aristocracy of goodness, as 
contained in the scriptures, is 
the only true aristocracy , de­ 
clared Dr. J. T. Scull, pastor of 
St. Paul’s M. E. church in ad­ 
dressing the 92 members of the 
local graduating class Sunday 
night, the occasion being the an­ 
nual Baccalaureate program. 
The serv ices were held in Me­ 
morial gy mnasium, the gradu­ 
ates being attired in caps and 
gowns. The commencement pro­ 
gram will be held in the same 
place Wednesday night at 8 
o’clock, with the message being 
brought by Dr. Henry Hitt Crane 
of Detroit. 
Dr. Scull declared that he en­ 
joy ed the study of words, and 
this one word of “aristocracy ” 
was ex ceedingly interesting; it is 
looked upon, he said, as from an­ 
cient origin, to refer to one pos­ 
sessed with the best in mind and 
heart and superior in all way s. 
Such were in those early day s 
leaders and rulers, and far abov e 
all others, he said. 
The first groups of aristocrats 
laid their claim upon their blood 
lineage, the speaker said. They 
traced their family trees back in­ 
to the past and claimed roy al 
blood, but Dr. Scull declared that 
by tracing ancestors one can not 
create a legitimate aristocracy . 
The speaker called attention to 
the graduates that in this mod­ 
ern time the blood descent means 
little, as the q uestion arises as to 
what these men, these ancestors, 
hav e contributed to the world’s 
good. 
“The world 
cares little for 
their past,” the speaker empha­ 
sized, “they are looking to see 
what y ou are and what the fu­ 
ture holds for y ou.” There is no 
aristocracy in blood, he declared. 
Then there is an aristocracy 
of riches, the speaker said, de­ 
claring that many attained the 
belief th at they had founded an 
aristocracy upon their wealth, 
probably handed down to them, 
without labor or struggle. How­ 
ev er, the speaker pointed out 
hat riches do not establish an 
aristocracy . 
Another claim for aristocracy , 
tie said, is that based upon cul- 
ure and refinement that more 
than likely has been ov erdrawn 
and ex aggerated. Many feign 
their culture, he said, and fail to 
lav e a real sense as to what it is. 
True culture, Dr. Scull told the 
seniors, is of the brain and heart. 
Summarizing, Dr. Scull stated 
hat he had attempted to show 
:hat aristocracy founded upon 
alood, upon wealth and upon cul­ 
ture is not found in God’s aris- 
ocracy . Arriv ing at this point, 
the minister stated that he had 
:aken his tex t, “God’s Aristocra­ 
cy ,” from the tenth chapter of 
Acts, the 38 th v erse: “He went 
about doing good.” 
Dr. Scull stressed the fact that

New Auto Law Is 
Strict On Brakes; 
Limits Horn Sound 


All new cars sold after June 
30 must be eq uipped with four- 
wheel brakes capable of stopping 
the car within thirty feet, Todd 
Stoops, secretary -manager of the 
Hoosier Motor club said today . 
“Old cars,” said Mr. Stoops, 
“hav ing only two-wheel brakes 
must be kept in condition to 
stop within forty feet. 
“The new law contains the 
same prov isions as former In­ 
diana laws on the braking sy s­ 
tem, in that ev ery car must hav e 
two separate means of apply ing 
the brakes, each of which means 
shall be effectiv e to apply the 
brakes to at least two wheels. If 
these two separate means of ap­ 
ply ing the brakes are connected 
in any way , they shall be so con­ 
structed that failure of any one 
part of the operating mechan­ 
ism shall not leav e the motor 
v ehicle without brakes on at 
east two wheels. 
“All motor v ehicles shall be 
eq uipped with a horn capable of 
emitting sound audible under 
normal conditions from a dis­ 
tance of not less than two hun­ 
dred feet, but no horn shall emit 
art unreasonably loud or harsh 
sound. The use of the horn is 
limited to insure safe operation 
of the v ehicle. Priv ate cars are 
prbhibited from using sirens, 
whistles or bells. These warning 
dev ices are only for authorized 
emergency v ehicles.

Pendergast arriv ed at the fed­ 
eral building 17 minutes before 
schduled pleading time. 
Thirty minutes before his ap­ 
pearance, spectators were crowd­ 
ed into ev ery av ailable seat in 
the small courtroom. Only about 
100 could be accommodated. 
Pendergast sat between his 
nephew, Jim Pendergast, heir 
apparent of the shattered m a­ 
chine, and Tom’s son, T. J. Jr. 
Dr. A. Sophian, Pendergast’s 
phy sician for 25 y ears, said the 
deposed political Czar was suf­ 
fering from both intestinal and 
heart troubles.'

Washington, May 22 
(JP)—Con­ 
gressional sources credited Sec­ 
retary Wallace today with a 
clear-cut v ictory to his attem pt 
to block major changes in the 
farm program this y ear. 
Senator Lucas (D-IU) leader 
of a newly -formed midwestern 
farm bloc in the senate, said: 
There is not a chknce for any 
rev ision of the farm plan a t this 
session.” 
Ev en critics of the present 
program conceded th at it prob­ 
ably would carry through nex t 
y ear. 
Lucas, a leader in the driv e to 
increase farm benefit funds, said 
increases v oted by the senate 
would “bring additional support 
for the present program.4* 
He estimated th at the present 
farm program prov ides direct 
benefits for about 6,000,000 of 
the 7,000,000 farm families and 
indirect aids for others. 
In general it has two phases. 
Farmers growing fiv e major 
crops — cotton, wheat, corn, rice 
and tobacco — receiv e gov ern­ 
m ent pay ments for reducing 
acreage in a broad scale attem pt 
to hold production down to re­ 
q uired demands. They also hav e 
the benefit of price-supporting 
gov ernment loans on crops, and 
producers can v ote to restrict 
marketings when supplies be­ 
come ex cessiv e. 
The House approv ed $5 00,000,- 
000 for benefit pay ments under 
this program, and the senate 
added $225 ,000,000. 
The second phase inv olv es the 
gov ernment’s remov al of crop 
and surpluses in an effort to im­ 
prov e farm prices and incomes. 
This is designed to help produc­ 
ers of dairy products, meats, 
fruits, v egetables and other farm 
groups who do not share directly 
in the benefit pay ments. 
For this work, the House pro­ 
v ided $60,000,000 div erted from 
customs receipts, and ,th e Sen­ 
ate v oted an additional $113,-

President’s Pro g ra m Will In­ 
clude Va st Outla y o f 
Ca sh Rea dy fo r July 
1 st Spending .

(JP)— 
President Roosev elt’s $5 5 2,000,000 
defense program is dev eloping 
ev en more rapidly than origin­ 
ally ex pected. 
The chief ex ecutiv e has rec­ 
ommended cash outlay of $38 3,- 
8 43,799 for defense purposes dur­ 
ing the y ear starting July 1. This 
is $15 2,8 43,799 more than he es­ 
timated when he sent the pro­ 
gram to congress last January 
12. The remainder will be cov ­ 
ered by contracts for which con­ 
gress will prov ide 
the 
funds 
later. 
The president first informed 
congress th at only $210,000,000 of 
the total actually would be spent 
from the treasury before June 
30, 1940, ex clusiv e of $21,062,000 
for Panama canal defenses. 
Congress thus far has prov id­ 
ed $100,232,299 in cash and con- 
tractural authorizations totaling 
$66,306,98 8 for the army ’s share 
of the program, plus direct ap­ 
propriations of $44,609,000 and 
contractural 
authorization 
of 
$39,391,000 for the nav y . 
Parts of these funds were in­ 
cluded in the $5 08 ,000,000 war 
department supply bill and the 
nav y ’s 
$773,000,000 
appropria­ 
tion. 
The 
remainder 
went 
through in a special bill. 
Still pending before a house 
appropriations 
subcommittee 
are the president’s req uests for 
$18 5 ,440,000 in cash and $64,5 6 0,- 
000 in contracts for ex panding 
the army air corps to 5 ,5 00 
planes; 
$32,5 00,000 for so-called 
“educational orders” to giv e pri­ 
v ate 
industry ex perience 
in 
manufacturing munitions, and 
$27,000,000 for strengthening the 
garrison in the Panama canal 
zone. 
Some opposition to the air 
corps ex pansion has dev eloped 
in the subcommittee ov er the 
proposal to keep 2,163 of the 
new warplanes in reserv e. 
Sev eral members contend that 
such a reserv e—40 per cent of 
the total air strength of the 
army —might result in the army 
being left with a huge backlog 
of obsolete planes. 
They want 
a large part of the money di­ 
v erted to av iation research and 
ex perimentation to enable this 
country to offset European ad­ 
v ances in military av iation. 
The critics are not optimistic, 
howev er, ov er their chances of 
altering 
the 
basic 
ex pansion 
plan, because of Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh’s endorsement last 
week of both the suggested in­ 
crease and the reserv e. 
They 
were 
more hQpeful, 
though, of winning a substan­ 
tial increase for research be­ 
cause Lindbergh testified th at 
Germany had far outstripped 
ev ery other nation in the speed 
and performance of its attack 
planes and light bombers.

Airplane Crashes 
Sunday Cause 15 
Deaths In Nation 


(B y th e Asso cia ted Press) 
Eight crashes inv olv ing army 
and priv ate airplanes, topped by 
the spectacular plunge of an a t­ 
tack ship into California uni­ 
v ersity ’s fog-shrouded Lick as­ 
tronomical observ atory , killed 15 
persons in the United States y es­ 
terday . 
Lieut. R. F. Lorenz, 25 , of 
March Field, Calif., and Priv ate 
W. E. Scott, his passenger, were 
crushed to death as their army 
ship tore through two 18 -inch 
walls of the Lick administration 
building near San Jose, Calif. 
Archiv es 
containing 
v aluable 
photographic plates and other 
records were wrecked. 
Fiv e passengers escaped with 
their liv es but two others were 
killed in an unusual accident in 
the Wasatch mountains 40 miles 
east of Salt Lake City . 
R. T. Sulliv an, 40, Oak Park, 
HI., said Pilot William Duck, 35 , 
of the Duck Airplane serv ice, 
Oakland, 
Calif., 
ex perienced 
trouble at 10,000 feet and a t­ 
tem pted,to land but “figured he 
could not make a safe landing. 
So he gunned it. 
The ship 
zoomed up, then down, then we 
spun around.” 
Duck and C. T. Gardiner, 3^ 
Chicago, were killed. Mrs. Gar­ 
diner and Mrs. Sulliv an were in­ 
jured. Other surv iv ors were Sul­ 
liv an, Duck’s wife, Anna, and the 
Gardiner’s 4-y ear-old daughter, 
Carol Ann. They were en route 
from Chicago to Oakland in 
Duck’s new 10-passenger, tri­ 
motored machine.

one on economic policy . 
It will be broadcast nationally 
at 9:30 p. m., EST, ov er NBC, 
CBS and MBS hook u ps. 
Two cabinet officers and at 
least three others who in v ari­ 
ou s capacities hav e been asso­ 
ciated with recent administra­ 
tion efforts to stimu late bu siness 
will speak du ring the two-day 
meeting.

tried to set the bu siness driv e 
going with a speech last winter 
at Des Moines, Iowa.

Frequently of late th e press h as carried pre­ 
dictions by prominent men of th e business world 
to th e effect th at wh en autumn comes business 
improvement will arrive also.

THE REFORMATION 
Sh ortly after th e fall of Con­ 
stantinople, 
people began 
to 
print books from movable ty pe. 
Th is- was 
first 
accomplish ed 
somewh ere in Holland or in Ger­ 
many . Paper h ad been invented 
much earlier—perh aps in Turk- 
kestan, from 
wh ich territory 
came th e Seljuk and Ottaman 
Turks. Th en th e paper-making 
secret was carried 
to Ch ina, 
gradually working its way back 
to th e Arabs. Th e Arabs intro­ 
duced paper-making to Spain 
and from Spain it reach ed th e 
north ern Europeans. 
Now it was possible to make 
books so ch eaply th at th ey were 


available to th e general public. 
People 
could 
broadcast 
th eir 
ideas and information for th e 
first time in th e h istory Of th e 
world—a most stupendous for­ 
ward step for mankind. For it 
was th e means of unify ing peo­ 
ple—of 
making 
national lan­ 
guages qut of a multitude of 
small local languages—and it fi­ 
nally broke th e back of th e Ro­ 
man Cath olic ch urch as it th en 
existed. 
Up to th is time th e Bible was 
written by h and. 
It was th e 
personal property of th e ch urch . 
It was a h oly and secret affair 
wh ich was not to be violated by 
th e common man. 
Th e priest 


read 
from 
it th ose passages 
wh ich h e th ough t were suitable 
—particularly 
th ose 
passages 
wh ich provided auth ority for th e 
various laws and tax es th at were 
promulgated by th e Pope. 
Wh en th e common men gained 
access to a Bible—printed in a 
language th ey could understand 
—some of th em discovered th at 
th e ch urch h ad been picking and 
ch oosing 
to 
suit 
itself—th at 
some of th e th ings th ey said 
were not even in th e Bible wh ich 
contained many passages th at 
directly contradicted th e parts 
wh ich were most popular with 
th e ch urch —and th at, someh ow, 
th e teach ings of Jesus seemed to 
h ave been overlooked or ignored 
by th e clergy . 
Every wh ere men began to dis­ 
cuss and to criticise both th e 
Bible and th e ch urch , with th e 
result th at th e ch urch and th e 
clergy 
suffered 
more 
th an 
did th e Bible, and individual reb­ 
els arose with in th e ch urch . Th us 
began th e period th at h istorians 
call th e Reformation—a gradual 
movement wh ich occupied most 
of fourteenth and fifteenth and 
six teenth centuries after Ch rist. 
Th e Reformation 
proceeded 
along th ree quite separate lines, 
alth ough th ey were closely asso­ 
ciated. Th ere was a movement 
on th e part of th e common peo­ 
ple, wh o were not at all satis­ 
fied with th e ty pe of religion th at 
th ey were getting 
from th e 
priests. Th ere was a movement 
with in th e priesth ood by certain 
priests wh o were not satisfied 
with th e way th e ch urch was 
run. And th ere was a movement 
on th e part of th e Ch ristian rul­ 
ers, wh o were more th an anx ious 
to stop th e flow of money to 
Rome—to secure possession, of 
ch urch lands and wealth —and 
to put an end to th e power of 
th e Pope over such matters as 
wh o sh ould be king. 
Th e various rulers would not 
h ave dared to th ink of direct de­ 
fiance of th e Pope a few centur­ 
ies earlier—for such an act would 
h ave resulted in prompt excom­ 
munication—prompt invasion by 
th e armies of th eir pious neigh ­ 
bors—and an order from th e 
Pope th at all subjects of such a 
ruler sh ould arise and slay h im 
wh ere h e stood . But wh en a 
king or duke discovered th at th e 
common people of h is land were 
beginning to lose th eir respect

SCIENTISTS SKY 


Pasademan, Calif., May 21 (IP) 
The earth is now experiencing 
an unusual numb er of large 
earthq uakes. 
A series., describ ed b y seismol­ 
ogists as just happen-stance b e­ 
gan 30 days ago. 
“The shock of last April 29 was 
the greatest since 19 22, heaviest 
in 17 years,” Dr. Charles Richter 
of the Califonia Institute of 
Technology’s Seismological Lab ­ 
oratory, said today. 
‘‘Its energy was greater than 
that of all earthq uakes which 
ordinarily happen in a year com­ 
b ined. 
“Fortunately its epicenter was 
in the ocean, apparently in the 
area of New Guinea, or the toll 
of life and property might have 
b een tremendous. 
“But there has b een an unus­ 
ual numb er of other shocks, 
large and small, within the past 
30 days.” 
Two shocks, a light one ab out 
300 miles away, and a heavy one 
5,000 miles distant, were record­ 
ed b y the seismographs here yes­ 
terday. Vib rations from the large 
shock traveling through earth 
were recorded. 12 minutes after it 
happened. Other vib rations trav­ 
eling in different ways through 
the earth arrived at intervals, 
and finally, after 36 minutes, the 
b ig 
q uake 
telegraphed 
itself 
along the earth’s surface to Pas­ 
adena. 
Thumb ing through his records, 
Dr. Richter, noted the larger 
earthq uakes, some of which took 
many lives and caused heavy 
property damage. 
They included: April 18 , Chile; 
April 21, Sib eria; April 29 , New 
Guinea; April 30, Japan; May 
1-2, Gulf of California; May 3 
northern Mexico; May 4, Boulder 
Dam; May 6, off the coast of 
Panama; May 8 , Azores; May 10 
Aleutian Islands; May 11, Ne­ 
vada; May 12, Coachella Valley 
of California; May 17, one 5,000 
miles distant. 
“How long the large shocks 
will continue at close intervals 
or where the next will strike is 
anyb ody’s guess,” said Dr. Rich­ 
ter. ‘‘It’s like playing cards 
sometimes you get a run of good 
hands, then poor. Earthq uakes 
are unpredictab le,”

IN J OBLESS CLAIMS 


Nearly half of the Hoosiers 
currently filing new applications 
for unemployment insurance are 
“repeaters,” officials of the In ­ 
diana Unemployment Compensa­ 
tion Division said today. 
“During April, 11, 48 2 persons 
in Indiana who had their earn­ 
ings reduced b elow b enefit levèlç 
or entirely cut off, filed applica­ 
tions for job insurance b enefits,” 
said John Neutzenhelzer, unem­ 
ployment compensation manag­ 
er in this district. “Of that num­ 
b ers 5,041 had drawn b enefits 
last year. “Whether they 
are 
calling upon job insurance for 
the first or second time, they are 
finding it invaluab le in helping 
offset the loss of regular earn­ 
ings. 
“The numb er of persons ap ­ 
plying for a second b enefit per­ 
iod has varied greatly in differ­ 
ent sections. In this district last 
month it was 53 out of a total of 
8 4 applications. To date there 
have b een 122 repeat applications 
in this area and 12,035 in the 
state since late last year. Second 
applications were scattered until 
April, having amounted to ab out 
one sixth of the claims filed in 
the first three months of the 
year.”
